The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for indicating allowance of 
claim 9: The prior art does not disclose that the converter is adapted to be coupled to a 
plurality of engine cylinder valves and the charge balance is maintained by disabling at 
least some of the plurality of cylinders in natural charge sharing pins. This feature in 
combination with the rest of the claim limitations is not anticipated or rendered obvious 
by the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for indicating allowance of 
claim 20: The prior art does not disclose that the system further comprises third and 
fourth coils, wherein said system is configured to balance voltage across said first, 
second, third, and fourth coils. This feature in combination with the rest of the claim 
limitations is not anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
